North Vietnamese regulars or 
Viet Cong killed in the last 24 
hours of Operation Irving and (JU 
more captured. 
Units of the South Korean Ti­ 
ger Division, battering at the 
Reds roam the south, said they 
killed 77 more Communists and 
captured 
three. 
Along 
with 
South Vietnamese infantrymen 
holding the western flank, the 
allied total reported since Sun­ 
day reached 443 enemy killed 
and an unprecedented 194 cap­ 
tured. 
The U.S. air offensive against 
North Viet Nam was hampered 
by foul weather, but B52 bomb­ 
ers, flying at high altitudes 
above the weather, struck twice 
in South Viet Nam. 
The eight-engine jets hit at 
dawn today against a Commu­ 
nist bivouac and storage area 45 
miles northwest of Qui Nhon, 
about 20 miles north of the al­ 
lied forces in Operation Irving.

U.S. pilots aimed most of 
their strikes against Communist 
water traffic and storage build­ 
ings.

This is where he revealed, 
despite himself, that an under­ 
taker may not be a good chick­ 
en farmer, that a great revolu­ 
tionary loader may be out of 
place trying to guide and run a 
country wiich needs to organize 
«tr.cii. 
Many Chinese, judging from 
the repeated purges of his cri 
tics, seem to realize his defi 
ciency but their voices have 
been hushed with terror. Yet bis 
terror tactics seem to say he 
has the same realization him­ 
self. 
As an authoritarian most of 
bis life, perhape in part the up­ 
side-down product of his resent­ 
ment against his stern father, it 
is not hard to see why he would 
try to destroy any dissent. 
It would jeopardize his dream 
of China as he thinks it ought to 
be and challenge his rightness 
and fitness for hi* present role 
of omniscient patriarch. If dis­ 
sent prevailed, it would dimin­ 
ish his place in history.

Gallagher said Tuesday night. 
Therefore, the news service 
executive said, such men “find 
standing in their way the jour­ 
nalist who is dedicated only to 
serve his readers with the truth 
as best he can find it.” 
Gallagher presened a founda­ 
tion lecture at Ohio University 
for Sigma Delta Chi, profession­ 
al journalism society. 
He said journalism today re 


“ It requires not. only sympa­ 
thetic understanding of man­ 
kind, but a cold objective analy­ 
sis of how mankind meets the 
problem of this age,” he added. 
Dissent of official viewpoints 
is often termed unpatriotic, he 
said, “and press freedom in 
some countries has meant the 
freedom to go to jail.” 
But journalism offers more 
than challenges to young peo­ 
ple, Gallagher said. 
“The best passport to adven­ 
ture in the 20th Century is a 
press pass. Being a reporter is

weeks of bargaining and com­ 
promise — along with possible 
aggravation of U.S.-Soviet rela­ 
tions — will precede agreement 
on 
a successor to Secretary 
General U Thant. 
The list of those mentioned for 
the post is not promising. Some 
have been ticked off aa unquali- j 
tied. while others are obviously 
unacceptable to all the big pow­ 
ers. 
That is why the diplomats 
have been reluctant to begin the 
search until they are convinced 
that Thant will not reconsider 
his decision to step down at the 
end of the year. 
The choice of a secretary-gen 
oral involves a large element of 
chance, and the question in the 
minds of many is how long the 
United Nations can count on 
getting such men 'as Thant, Dag 
Hammarskjold and Tiygve Lie. 
Under the U.N. Charter the 
office of secretary-general is 
open to all. In practice many 
distinguished leaders are barred 
by unwritten law, tradition and

the threat of a big power veto. 
It has been accepted by now 
that the secretary-general must 
come from a small, nonaligned 
country and must be acceptable 
to all the big powers. This nar­ 
rows th« field to those who have 
either been relatively obscure 
or who have avoided involve­ 
ment hi major controversies. 
As Lie himself tells it, “ It was 
generally agreed that he secre­ 
tary-general should not be an 
give too much to a single mem­ 
ber nation.

It’s fortunate he feels that 
way. 
Because after nine months in 
his job, Howe has become one of 
the most heavily criticized pub 
lie figures in America. Con­ 
gressmen 
recently 
have

scribed him variously as the 
commissar and czar of educa­ 
tion. as a “foul blot on the es­ 
cutcheon of decency” and as a 
man who talks like a Commu­ 
nist. 
The criticism was triggered 
by his department’s efforts to 
carry out mandates on public 
school desegregation.

propaganda against what’s re 
quired by the law . . . (it) has 
been largely a manufactured 
smokescreen.”

Carter was jailed Monday, 
charged with first degree mur­ 
der and armed robbery in the 
slaying of Eugene D. Carrithers.

CINCINNATI (AP)—The Ohio 
Congress of Parents and Teach­ 
ers has urged that a new study 
be made to provide a more 
“economical, functional and fair 
system” of school transporta­ 
tion. 
This was among several reso­ 
lutions adopted Tuesday at the 
group’s 61st annual convention. 
Other resolutions called on 
PTAs throughout the state to 
support more rigid enforcement 
of laws banning the sale of cig­ 
arettes to minors and urging the 
general assembly to pass laws 
requiring the installation of safe­ 
ty equipment on all new bicycles 
sold in Ohio, 
The fair school bus resolution 
submitted by the Avon Lake 
PTA urged the Congress to call 
on the state board of education 
to “ make an immediate study of 
the total school transportation 
problem, and the laws and regu­ 
lations pertaining thereto, for 


the purpose of creating ami el 
fecting legislation... to provide a 
more 
economical 
functional, 
fair and satisfactory system of 
school pupil transportation.” 
The Avon Lake group said the 
study was necessary because 
school boards are repaid “con­ 
siderably less than the actual 
dollar cost of both public and 
non-pubiic school transportakra” 
by the state. 
As things are now, tile reso­ 
lution said, compliance with 
school bus laws result in con­ 
siderable duplication of effort 
by the local school boards.
